Maximilian Schell 


Maximilian Schell won a Best 
Actor “Oscar” for his work as 
the German defense attorney for 
Nazi war criminals in Stanley 
Kramer’s “Judgement at Nurem- 
berg.” Now, Schell portrays an- 
other German, who, as a youth 
during World War II, worked for 
British intelligence, in John le 
Carre’s “The Deadly Affair,” at 
Meine Theatre in Techni- 
color.
